A Negro Expedition. 


he New York Times has the annexed.—" The 
following is-an incident. of a raid. récently 
mada by, Gen. Wild, with 1, 800: negro. troopr, 
‘from Norfolk to.-a, point’ beyond’ Elizabeth 
Gity, . North | Cuarolina, The guerijla “men- 
toined inthe aarration was captured while stsag- 
nz, and, having been eondemned by a drumn- 
head ‘eourt-martial, the sentence was thus carried 
out. About noon, the sun coming out, a halt was 
ordered, The general and his staff rude forward 
to 4 ah untinisied building, designed for a post! 
off jee! standing upon -a knoll at a -eross road. 

Sufficient boards and Isths were knocked of to 
afford ain unobstructed view ‘of. the proceedings 
from tivo-sides, when one of the officers, produ- 
ing a cord, tied 2 hanginan’s knot at one end of 
jt, an, standing upon the head of an empty cider 
made the: other fast to one of the joints 
e ‘After considerable experimenting, the 
parrél was made to serve for both the seaffold and 
the drop, being ineniously balanced upcn one of 
the’ fleot timbers, and held in place by a wedge 
which vould be instantly removed, From this to 
ane-of the windws a board was lutl, and thetce 
another co thé zruund ovtside, forming an inchned 
plane, Meanwhile most of the offeers*hrd ridden 
ferwardand ticd Lheir horses to the feneé of an 
adjacent farm-house, whuse inmates had closed all 
t! indow Lin da crowd of coloured soldiers 
enelycled the building, watching in silcuee these 
omingus proceedings. Lieut-Col. Shuartlif, af tho 
sib United States, was appointed spiritual adviser 
to the crinimal, avd went back with a guard’ to 
Lringhim to the place of oxeention, “When infor- 
med that he had but a few moments to live. and 
counselled to impreve his time in gz his peace 
ne dropped upm his knees inthe road 
—O, merciful Father, loat down upon 
ated a hundred 
times, unt'l the acting ehaplaip stapped him. 

He then rose to his fect, walked up the inclined 
poard with a firm step, at the pofnt of the bayonets 
ct the coloured guard, advarleed quickly to the 
head of the cider, barrel, and‘ stood’ under. the 
noose. This being placed sround his neck, Col, 
Shartli€. invoked the throne of grace in behalf of 
the guilty wretch. As the wurd ‘ Anien' dropped 
from his the general, who had taken charge 
of thedrop, pulled the wedge=the barrel tipped; 
the guerilla dropped. He was a man about 30, 
atough stout fellow, was dressed in. a butternut 
homespun, and looked the very ideal of a guerilln. 

Hedied of strangulation. his heart not ceasing 
to beat for 20 minutes. Then a slip of paper 
was pinned to his baek, on which the general had 
previous.y written:—'The guerilla hanged by or- 
der of Brigadior-Gen. Daniel Bright, of. Pasquo~ 
tank county.” And the body was left hanging 
there, a.warning ‘to all passing bushwbackers:” 

The ‘sequel to the above stery is givon in a tel- 
egram. . It reads aa followe:——* A dotachmont of 
the 1th Peunsylvania cavlry returned yesterday 
from a raid theruugh Rastern Nerth Carolina, 

They report the finding of the body of a soldier 
hanging ut South Mills, with the following words 
placarded upon’ his baak; 

"Here hatigs Private Jones, of. the Sth Obio Re; 
hung hy order of Mujor-Gen. Picket, in-rotalia~ 
tion for Private Bright, of the 62nd Georgia Reg., 
who was hung by order of Gen. Wild."— 


A Modern Fra Diavolo. ‘ 


Qur ~ correspondent “writes from 
Jau, $5: Among ‘tho | prisoners confined 
in’ ihe’ gaol.qf the Torwiui are ne fewer 
then 40° Neadalitana untried, although not 
uneonderaned;..and'at the head of aed these is 
Pilon, the famous Calabrese bandit, who boasted 
of having had 300 men under bis orders, and very 
proud he ‘seemed to be cf his achievements, 
Some of the anecdetes of Pilone'a exploits weuld 
gladden the heart of Victor Hugo or Dnmas, tnd 
ke thé fortune of the Porte St. Martsn. It may 
interest young ladies whr-dream es brigands in 
sugur-toaf bats and picturrespue costume to know 
that-Pilone isa tail, soll-made man, about 40 
yeart of age, or it may bea little younger; and 
thet, in all the transactions in whiob he has taken 
part; he bas shown an admirable cuurnge, oool- 
ness, and ‘nddress. His aubacity is matchless. 
Atthe time when thousands of scudi were offered 
for Lim dead_or alive, be went into Naples, lea- 
ving his band atthe foot of :Vesuvius, and took 
a boxat-the San’ Carlo, and between the. acts 
ee got ints, conversation with the captain of the 
guard, who informed him that he was tndér or- 
ders next morning to command tie corps which 
was to go inaéarch of Pilone. On leaving the 
theatre, when the guard was dismissed. Pilone 
invifed the officer'o join him ata cafe onthe 
yoad to Vesuvius. After ‘a short time passed 
together “Pilune ‘took his leave. and exchanged 
cards with the captain, whose astonishment may 
he imugined when bé saw, written in large let- 
ters, the name of the dreaded bandit Hisad- 
venture with the dircetor of {he bank, ‘Signor 
Avstabile, made a great sensation at the time. 
This important funetionary was -accustomed to 
drive daily by the seaside, In broad daylight 
one afterrioon, while crowds were in the streets, 
Pilone ‘entered: the town /with one of his most 
trustworthy followers. Suddenly the lieuant.cal- 
led to the coachman to stop, ad jumped on, the 
os. Ina moment Pilone Jct down the steps 
and was seated by M. Avitabile. The ‘coachman, 
under the threat of having his brains blown out. 
drove ‘on towards Vesuvius. In vain the poor 
director endeivoured to letdown tee windows to 
call for. ubdsistanee; bat-he was held tight in 
Pilone’s iron grasp. Arrived at-themountain, they 
were met by a detachment uf the baad. the di- 
regtor placed on a hsrse. and’ in the face of the 
whole popolation carried off to the mountains. A 
Jarge ‘ransom was demanded, one-half of which 
being paid. Avitabile was permitted to return to 
his home; but here comes the. pite of the-stoy. 
Pilone, seeing e statement in the papers that be 
had received the full amount of the rinsom; 
which oad been 'tepaid by aho . Government, sent 
«statement of the exact sum he had received tu 
the ‘papers, aud the director stood chargad with 
having pocketed the difference, Another ancedote 
hefora we leave this interesting hero uf the high- 
way. On one occaxion the’ Government made 
arrangerents which it was thought could not fail 
ta acize Pilone at. atime when he wasknown to 
isis. Pompeii daily to meet a young lady to whom. 
he was deeply attached. Ag he was leaving the 
trystingplacs,. suddenly a corps of gendarmes ap- 
peared, but, before they could fire, Pilone, armed 
with a rifle anda brace of revolvers, shot two of 
them, leaped, over a low wall, and was off like a 
deer ; but, alas. be ran inte another detachment 
which Lad been sent rouhd to meet him. There 
he was greeted witha velley which missed oim, 
for he seemed tu beara charmed life; here, two 
more of his enemies fell, ond, leaping over erery 
obstacle, hé made for the sea, cutting away at 
his .dresé as he proceeded, so that when he ar- 
rived at the shere he wag in a state for a bath, 
In he jumped, and, being ‘a strong swiwmer, he 
dived under the waves when the volleys of mns- 
ketry rang around him. Only-one shot hit him 
in the ankle, but was not sufficient to impede 
his progress. After alittle time ho was picked 
up hy a fishing-boat, ond'at nightfall was again 
atthe head of his band.—AMorniny Post
